SPRINGFIELD (Ill.), May 14.—The 
Presidential ttain made an early stop 
at Hannibal, “Missouri, where the 
Chief Magistrate was received with 
every mark of respect. He made a 
short address. Leaving Hannibal at 
5:40 the party were greeted at every 
subsequent station by enthusiastic 
crowds. The train reached Jackson- 
ville at 8 o’clock where the fire depart- 
ment, school children and hosts of 
citizens crowded. around the train and 
made a demonstration of welcome. 
When the train reached here its arrival 
was heralded by the firing of a national 
salute and cheering by ‘immense 
crowds. The stay here was only for 
an hour. Governor Fifer, Mayor Law- 
rence, Senators Cullom and Palmer, 
Represeitatives Springer and Hender- 
son, ex-Governor Ogelsby and Colonel 
Swain were among the first to greet 
the visitors and bid them welcome. 
Nearly every resident in the city was 
given an opportunity to see the Chief 
Magistrate and members of his party. 
The local miiitary and Grand Army 
men and civic organizations were 
drawn up in line at the station and 
escorted the party to the Lincoln 
monument in Oak Ridge cemetery 
where the formal ceremonies took 
place. Governor Fifer delivered an 
eloquent address of welcome to which 
the President responded: ‘‘The de- 
mand for my presence in Washington 
is such that I cannot protract my stay 
here with you this morning.”’ In his 
speech at Lincoln’s temb, President 
Harrison svid: ‘‘The interest in this 
journey culminates to-day as we stand 
here for a few minutes about the tomb 
of Lincoln, 
Southern States and noticed those 
great centers of busy industry which 
have heen built since the war; as I 
saw how fires of furnaces have been 
kindled where there once was soli- 
tude, I could not but think and say 
this hand that now lies beneath these 
_stones kindled and inspired all we be- 
hold, all these fires of industry were 
lighted at the funeral pyre of slavery. 
The proclamation of Abraham Lin- 
coln can be read on all those mountain 
sides, where free men are now bending 
their energies to the development of 
those States long under the paralysis 
of human slavery. I come to-day to 
this consecrated and sacred spot with 
heart filled with emotions of gratitude 
that God, who wisely turned towards 
our Eastern shores the body of God- 
fearing and liberty-loving men _ to 
found this Republic, did not fail to 
find for us in the hour of our extrem- 
ity, one who was competent to lead 
the hearts and sympaties and hold up 
the courage of our people in the time 
of our greatest national peril. The life 
of Abraham Lincoln teaches more 
useful lessons than any other character 
in American history. I shall go from 
this tomb impressed with new 
thoughts as to the responsibility of 
those who bear responsibilities,though 
in less troublesome times than that 
man to whose memory my soul bows 
this morning.”’ [Applause.’’] 

When the President closed he was 
presented by Governor Fifer, on be- 
half of the citizens of Petersburg, IIl., 
with a gold headed cane, made from 
Lincoln’s. store. building at New 
Salem. Speeches were wade by Post- 
master General Wannamaker and 
Secretary Rusk, during which the 
President and Governor Fifer pro- 
ceeded. to the State House, where a 
large crowd collected.

Switchmen Out. 
By Associated Press. | 


CitcaGo, May 14.—The trouble 
between the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad and its switchmen, growing 
ont of the discharge of a yardmaster, 
| culminated this morning in the dis- 


charge of the entire force, numbering 


050 men. The company has been apn- 
ticipating this necessity for some time, 
and was prepared for it. New men 
were hired and distributed throngh 
the yards, taking the places of those 
discharged. All morning the trains 
went out as usual, and no trouble was 
reported up to 10:30 a. mM. The Nortb- 
western officials state that for more 
than two years the situation regarding 
the switchmen was constantly grow- 


ping worse. The men not only struck 


frequently for trivial causes; but they, 
at a number of times, demanded the. 
discharge of men who performed sat- 
isfactory work, and whose only fault 
was that they were not a member of 
the Switchmens’ Union; about two 
months ago they demanded the dis- 
charge of Yardmaster MeNerney, and, 
to avoid trouble, he was ostensibly 
dismissed but kept on the pay-roll of 
the company, and was this morning 
reinstated in his old position. Man- 


ager Whitman says the management | 


has fully determined that this state cf 
affuirs has gone far enough, and, 
while it proposes to deal fairly and 
justly with its en.ployes and gi-e fair 
and just consideration to any griev- 
ance properly presented, it also pro- 
poses to manage its own properly and 
its own business in its own way. All 
the other railroad companies are ap- 
plauding the action of the Northwest- 
ern, and will come to its suppert if 
necessary. The discharged employes 
are only these on the Northwestern 
system proper, which does not include 
the lines west of the Missouri river. 
Reports from all points are to the 
effect that trains are moving generally 
on time, and the interruption to busi- 
ness is very slight. At present where 
new switchmen have not been pro- 
vided the trainmen are doing the 
switching. 

Diggifitehes from Milwaukee and 
Madison, Wisconsin, Clinton, Towa 
and other places on the road say the 
switchmen at those points were dis- 
charged and paid off this morning. 

This afternoon the discharged men 
here had a secret meeting to settle 
upon a course of action. It is known 
that some of them favor asking the 
company to reinstate them. Others 
counsel holding out and resort to vio- 
lence if necessary. There are rumors 
that the order may be called on to de- 
clare a general strike on the St. Paul, 
Rock Island and Burlington 10ads, 
whose managers are supposed to be in 
sympathy with the action of the 
Northwestern, The company is sup- 
ported in its position by the Conduct- 
ors, Firemen and Brakemen’s Unions.

MURDER MOST FOUL. 

A Crime of the Early Days, and an 
Exciting Race jand Capture. 

In February of 1869 a brutal mur- 
der was committed on White Pine 
mountain near Hamilton, which for 
fiendish atrocity, was never surpassed 
in the criminal chronicles of the State. 
A prospector with a two-horse wagon 
and miner’s outfit had beén camped 
fora few days at the place named, 
and with the hills fall of men as they 
were then, his presence had been 
duly noted by many,. who had in 
passing, accosted him or engaged in 
talk and inquiries. One morning the 
outfit was missing from its accus- 
tomed place, and the first prospectors 
to pass the deserted camp fire were 
attracted by the odor of burning flesh, 
and a nearer approach showed to 
them the half consumed body of the 


PROSPECTOR BURNED TO A CRISP 


In the smouldering embers of the 


camp-fire. A hasty examination of 
the incinerated body disclosed the fact 
that murder most foul had preceded 
the attempt at cremation to conceal 
it, and the absence of the horses and 
wagon and other property was con- 
vincing proof that robbery was the 
motive. Word was brought into 
Hamilton in the early morning and 
the sickening details of the revolting 
crime sent many from the restaurant 
tables without finishing their break- 
iasis, Searching parties were inmme- 
diately organized and pursuit was 
given to overtake and arrest the fiend- 
ish peapetrators. The snow and frost 
on the ground rendered the task easy 
from the camp to the main road, 
when of course the tracks were soon 
mingled with others and lost. But 
the general direction was disclosed 
and parties were soon 
SCOURING THE COUNTRY 
In various directions south from Sher- 
mantown and Eberhardt. Among 
the pursuers were deputy sheriff Ma- 
son and a comrade who accompanied 
him by request. Getting upon the 
runaway’s track they followed it until 
night overtook them, and camping in 
their blankets, waited for a moon to 
enable them to continue on the trail. 
As soon as the moon was up they cau- 
tiously resumed the pursuit and just 
at daybreak came suddenly upon the 
There within easy sight of 
them were the horses and wagon, and 
sleeping on the ground were the two 
men suspected of being the murderers. 
Hastily dimounting out of sight, the 
sheriff and his comrade reconnoitred 
and planned the capture. They could 
see a rifle and two pistols partly ex- 
posed under the heads of the sleeping 
men, and desiring to effect the capture 
without bloodshed, decided to stealth- 
ily approach and 
| SECURE THE GUNS 

First before waking the men. They 
drew straws to decide which should 
advance and secure the weapons, the 


other to follow closely with his shot- 
gun bearing upon the sleepers. It fell 
to the lot of the sheriff ’s comrade to 
reach for the guns when near enough. 
Starting at once they crawled on hands 
and knees and reached the sleepers. 
He removed one revolver from under 
their heads and reaching for the rifle 
yrasped it and just drew it from the 
covering, when the movement dis- 
turbed the sleepers and with a start 
they raised up. - At this point the 
captor gave a hoarse command ‘“‘throw 
up your hands,’’ and to his surprise 
and great relief, they did so, and while 
the captor held them covered with his 
revolver, the sheriff advanced at their 
backs and clasped on the hand-cuffs. 
The capture was compiete, and all the 
murderéd man’s property found in 
their possession. Placing them in the 
wagon they returned at°once to Ham- 
itton and lodged them in jail. Shortiv 
aiter, to the amazement.of the plucky 
captors and the surprise of the general 
public, the District Attorney decided 
there was no evidence to hold them 
on, much less to convict them, and 
they were turned loose. They quickly 
disappeared and thus ended the his- 
tory of White Pine’s darkest crime. 
The principal of the two captors is the 
only one now residing in the State, 
and is D. H. Jackson, the Superin- 
tendent of the Northern Belle at Can- 
delaria, and he is free to confess 
that the only motive that influenced 
him in attempting the risky capture, 
was a desire to bring to justice the 
miscreants who committed the fiendish 
crime, and had he anticipated the 
final result he would never have placed 
his life in the danger required to ac- 
complish their capture.

THE MONTGOMERY MINES. 


The Latest from the Discoveries 
in Southern Nye. ; 


The Belmont Courier of the 9th 
inst. publishes a letter from George 
E. Crowell and Henry Metz, two pros- 
pectors from Belmont, who write from 
Montgomery, Nye county, concerning 
the new discoveries in that section. 
In the letter they say: 

‘‘We went to White’s ranch—that 
made us a day longer on the road; Mr. 
White is a very nice gentleman, and 
he made our stay there very pleasant. 


The fruit trees on his place are heavily 
loaded with fruit—apricots the size of 
walnuts and figs larger. The fig trees 
bear three crops a year. It makes 
Hank’s mouth water to think of the 
fruit. PL 

‘*Camp Montgomery is a very quiet 
place. A good many, people have 
been here and wentaway. Montgom- 
ery himself is in San Francisco yet. 
Everything is waiting upon him. 
They have got a big ledge of gold, 
bearing quartz. The deepest hole 
they have dug is about 7 or 8 feet 
deep and 40 or 50 feet long and 6 feet 
wide, all in solid quartz. They say 
that the whole ledge assays $25 per 
ton. Montgomery is expected back 
inside of ten days. If he gets capital 


here; if he fails, the place will be 
something of the past. Everything 
in the way of quartz and: places where 
there is no quartz have been located 
for five or six miles along the bills. 
The mines are in low hills. No placer 
diggings to be found. 

‘There is a spring of water about 
six miles away; about three miner’s 
inches of water flows from the spring. 
‘‘ There is a store here run by a Jew 
from Calico. His sales are not large. 
Think he sells flour at $9 per hundred 
and whisky at $2 per bottle. There 
are about 25 men inthe camp. Peo- 
ple had better stay away from here for 
a while—until capital comes in. and 
starts things to rolling. 

‘There are several mining men at 
Montgomery trying to bond claims. 
One of them is Harry Newton, who 
used to be in Troy district. He came 
here from Placerville, Cal.’’

Two Hundred Miles of the Road 
Have Been Let for Grading. 

The Salt Lake Tribune contains the 
following good news, which indicates 
that the Nevada Air Line Railroad is 
not all wind, to say the least: 

‘“‘At last, after five years of hard, 
downright rustling in convincing the 
public that something good can come 
out of Deep Creek, the promoters of 
the scheme to build a railroad there 
have the satisfaction of knowing at 
last that the horizon is clear, and from 
now on it is merely the question of a 
few months before the locomotive 
whistle is heard on the Nevada State 
line in the Deep Creek country. L. 
C. Wilson of Stamford, Conn., who is 
at the Valley House, arrived yesterday 
morning from New York City, where 
he was engaged as chief clerk for P. 
Keating, a well-known railroad con- 
tractor of Pittsburg, Pa., to whom has 
been given the coniract to build 200 


miles west of Salt Lake. Mr. Keat- 
ing sent Mr. Wilsomw on from New 


York, as he himself had to go to Pitts- 
burg to give the $500,000 bond neces- 
sary to close the contract. Mr. Keat- 
ing said he expected to begin .work 
June lst with probably 1,500 men, and 
would himself reach Salt Lake ina 
few days. Just how Mr. Bacon had 
raised the money and where, Mr. 
Wilson could not say. He had stopped 
over in Chicago to see a party named 
Harris, who owned and operated a big 
tracklaying machine; but it was un- 
certain whether the machine could be 
brought out here. Mr. Wilson is on 
the ground to look up sub-contractors 
and has already made partial engage- 
ments.

METALLIC MILLINERY. 


— 


can Belles. ‘ 
_The fashion which began some time 


ayo of trimming the collar and cuffs of} 
women’s dresses with lace, network and’ 
other articles in metal, has not been 
confined to the daughters of Europe and 
America, but has struck a responsive 
chord in the savage breasts of the 4eni- 
zens of Africa. From all parts of the 
dark continent comes a cry for the 


cheap and gaudy metal millinery of 
The demand is particu- 
larly large, says Drake’s Magazine, 
from the communities where brass, cop- 
per and other wire has long been em- 
ployed as an ornament for the neck, 
arm, wrist; waist and ankle. The prac- 
tice is followed by the warriors as well 
as the women, and is said to produce 
very picturesque results. A chief or 
belle whose costume consists of a mile 
of bright brass or burnished copper 
wire, with a small cloth around the 
loins, ‘must present a brilliant effect to 
the European traveler. * 

In Christendom the practice has grad- 
ually grown to rather large proportions. 
According to a. late price list the metals 
employed to make the fabrigs are gold, 
platinum, gold plate, silver, silver plate, 
nickel, steel, german silver, pewter, 
lead and Berlin iron. The articles 
manufactured include collars, collar- 
ettes, waistbands, belts, sashes, braid, 
lace, crochet work and embroidery. 

Over threé thousand designs are in the 
market already, and. more than twenty 
manufacturers advertise to reproduce 
any design within a reasonable time to 
please either jobber or retailer. In one 
system the goods are produced in the 
rough by passing sheets of metal be- 
tween embossed cylinders of hardened 
steel. This makes the cheapest and 
poorest work in the market. It is 
chiefly employed in manufacturing met- 
al collars, belts and attachments for 
hanging watches, handkerchiefs and 
pocketbooks to the waist. Its only ad- 

vantage is that it enables a poor shop- 
girl to buy a silver-washed belt for one 
dollar which resembles in a faint way a 
handsome silver one costing fortyedol- 
lars or more. The rolls will not turn 
out fine goods, such as lace work and 


A second method employs dies run by 
steam power and the requisite metal 
rolled in sheets of high tensity. For- 
merly it was difficult to get dies and 
stamps to do really fine and delicate 
work. The coinage of silver and gold 
and the embossing of tin were about 
the highest points reached. Recent im- 
provements in. mechanical science and 
art have brought ina vast change for 
the better, and now enable the metal- 
smith to stamp out fabrics as fine and 
delicate as Brussels lace. In a series of 
experiments, according to this mode of 
manufacture, admirable reproductions 
in steel, tin and aluminium bronze were 
made of ferns, cycads, Nottingham lace 
and crochet work. The work is ex- 
quisitely delicate and can be broeght 
down toa thickness not much exceed- 
ing silver foil. The imitation of fab- 
rics is excellent, especially that of lace 
work. A steel collarette, to be fastened 
to the outside of a coat collar, is made 
by this method with such clean-cut 
angies and fine lines as to suggest the 
finest kind of the jeweler’s art. 

The third system consists in so modi- 
fying the knitting machine and the lace 
loom as to allow the use of metallic 
threads instead of others. The first ex- 
periment in this line probably took 
place in the successful production of 
wire netting. ‘The next step lay in the 
braiding and weaving of wire = into 
all sorts of patterns. The third step 


down to a common level with all other 
kinds. Metal work has this advantage 
over linen, woolen, cotton and silk. It 


mathematical perfection, and through 
subsequent treatment with chemicals 
ean be made almost finer than 
the human eye can _ perceive. 
When such filaments as these are 
employed in weaving, the resulting web 
is more delicate than the gossamer of 
the poets.. By using a form of the 
Jacquard loom, it is possible to weave 
colored pictures in metal, using red, 
green and yellow gold, white or black 
silver, gray platinum, red copper and 
other distinct shades. By using the 
same variety of metals with a lace loom 
chromatic effects can be produced such 
as no “‘point” ever displayed. With the 
proper kind of metal], the durability of 
all. these new-fangled art products ap- 
proaches indestructibility. The cost of 
this textile process is much greater 
than with the rollers or the dies. The 
prime cost is very great, and the ex- 
penses increase rapidly with the ictri- 
cacy of the design employed and the 
fineness of the wire. 

A’fourth process has just been intro- 
duced from Paris. Any article to bé re- 
produced is immersed in a strong bath 
and exposed in a peculiar way to the 
action of heat, electricity and powerful 
re-agents. The atoms of the article are 
abstracted under these conditions and 
replaced by those of any metals desired. 
Among the things. thus treated may be 
mentioned insects, blossoms, leaves, 
lace, basket work, seeds, shells and 
minute fishes. Words fail to. describe

A NOVEL FREIGHT STEAMER. 


When Loaded Down. 

A freight boat drawing but eight

~The craft was built for the Mexican 
trade and will be used in the shallow 
waters of the Mexican country, says the 
New. York Continent. It is built of 
quarter-inch steel plates, is fifty feet in 
length over all and is three feet in 
depth.
